REPORT BY COUNTY COUNCILLOR JOHN 
REYNOLDS 


Forecasts suggest Cambridgeshire County Council, 
which has strong rating for use of resources, could 
be around £113 million worse off in five year’s time 
than it is now. Under a new scheme — Making 
Cambridgeshire Count - communities will be put in 
the driving seat of what services they want and how 
they are delivered. 
Cambridgeshire's Cabinet has voted to press ahead 
with a £500 million Transport Innovation Fund (TIF) 
bid to revolutionise transport — but under terms that are 
best for Cambridgeshire. The record breaking invest- 
ment would see a package of improvements designed 
to transform public transport and the roads as well as 
walking and cycling facilities and echoes the recom- 
mendations of the independent Cambridgeshire 
Transport Commission which reported back to the 
Council in July. A Congestion charge would not be 
considered until at least 2017, and only after £500 
million of TIF improvements are in place and 
working and congestion reaches a level where 
nothing else will help. 
Cambridgeshire’s new state of the art 
Central Library has opened to high 
acclaim and now provides some of the 
most modern facilities in the east of 
England. 
Bus operators have registered new Busway services 
ready for the route from St Ives to 
Cambridge to open by the end of ig ea 
November. The Council plans i.

A consultation about the future 

of Cambridgeshire is giving residents the chance to 
say what levels of new development they want to see 
in the county over the next two decades. 
Cambridgeshire County Council and other local 
authorities are clear that a growth scenario similar to 
EERA Option 1 would be the right one for the county. 
This option proposes the lowest number of dwellings 
of any of the four options (3600 per year to 2031). It 
would basically continue with the rates of growth seen 
in Cambridgeshire through the buoyant property prices 
prior to the recession.

The 
managers organising these events find 
they need more admin time and so 
they are unable to fulfil two roles.
